At this moment the country 
is waiting for a lead, and Mr. 
Cosgrave’s brief statement permits ys to 
hope i.. t such a lead will: be forthcoming 
during the present week. Public disorder, 
the cost of crime, unemployment—these 
are formidable problems; but it is rather 
with the Government's general attitade 
to them .an with particular solutions 
that the people are chiefly concerned at 
the present time. Is our new Government a 
strong Government? Does it know its own 
mind? Is it: prepared to enforce its de- 
cisions with all the means at its com- 
mand? Can it hold the unwavering 
allegiance of its supporters and the respect 
of its opponents in the new Parliament? 
We shall learn the answers to these ques- 
tions as much from the Government's 
silence as from its speech during the next 
few days. We believe that, if the answers 
are favourable to the nation’s hopes, the 
Government will have secured, in its first 
week of office, a magnificent victory for 
itself and for Ireland. It will have 
summoned to its aid an irresistible ally— 
the now dormant powers and energies of 
the Irish people of all parties and creeds, 
When the Government is thus reinforced 
the time will have come for the develop- 
ment of its full programme and for the 
discussion of details. The evocation of 
a national spirit of courage and confidence 
is the instant need. 


and dignified basis, and to be either 
spacious or dignified was never more costly 
than it is to-day. Nevertheless, the contri- 
butions of Peru and Nitaragua to the 
League's coffers cannot have been excessive, 
nor in all probability can it be seriously 
supposed that they could not have found 
the money if they had so wished. The 
truth is that these two nations are in the 
position of a man who, finding that 
retrenchment of some sort is necessary, 
asks himself which of the various clubs and 
societies to which he has been in the habit 
of subscribing is least necessary to his 
comfort or convenience. In the, per- 
haps, narrow, but practical, view of 
Peru and Nicaragua they have got 
nothing out of the League of Nations. 
The interest fostered by the allot- 
ment to them of an equal voting power 
with Great Britain and France has waned, 
and the possibilities with which a powerful 
Latin-American bloc seemed at first to be 
fraught were erased by the failure of the 
United States to join the League. From 
the Peruvian and the Nicaraguan point of 
view, therefore, it has become a case of 
everything going out and nothing coming 
in. The position illustrates the funda- 
mental failure of the League. It was 
intended to prevent trouble, but it fails to 
attract the support of any nation that is 
not immediately in trouble.

Mr. Lawlor referred to the various archspo- 
logicai treasures found during the excavations. 
These include a very ancient sundial which had 
once surmounted an fppdorately earved pillar 
stone, a fragment of an inscribed stone in 
mixed alphabets, some letters of which tre so 
far quite unknown; polished stone axes and 
other implements, iron spear and javelin heads, 
nives, cic, Fhnt implements and pottery of 
the late bronze or early iron age had also been 
turned up in quantity. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lawlor referred to the 
heavy cost of the investigations. The Arch»o- 
logical Section of the Somety had voted every 
penny of their funds, and many public-spirited 
friends had subseribed liberaliy. ip to dete 
they bad spent almost, £500, and there was stil 
much to be done; it was well spent money.

SIR JAMES CRAIG IN BELFAST. 


1904, was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society 
in 1908. His special subject is the transpira- 
tion end ascent of sap in .plants, in which 
branch of botany he is at present the 
authority, For many years it has been a 
puzzle to botanists to understand how a tall 
tree managed, so to speak, to pump water up to 
its -highest branches. The problem = was 
especially difficult for botanists, because few. if 
any, at that time possessed requisite knowledge 
of physics to enable them to grasp the subject. 

During the early stages of his career Sc. 
fessor Dixon was thrown into contact with 
another of Trinity’s brilliant sons, Profesor 
Joly. Through Joly’s stimulating association, 
Dixon began a series of brilliant. researches into 
the questions eurrounding the ascent of sap 
in plants, and these investigations went further 
than any previous work to clear away the diffi- 
culties of the subject. Principally because 
of this work, though Dixon is also a well. 
known cytologist, he was invited to preside 
over the Botanical Section of the British Asso- 
ciation which is now in session at Hull. 

Recent work of Professor Dixon and others 
has shown that transfer of stimuli causing 
movements in plants is effected by the passage 
of hormones, or chemica] messengers, along the 
transpiration currents. Experimental evidence 
for this mode of transport has been compiled 
largely by Professor Dixon and his associates 
in the Botanical Laboratory of Trinity College. 
The complicated problem as to what part of the 
plant transports substances upwards and what 
ba carries substances downwards has been 
ealt with by Professor Dixon in his presidential 
address. A complete elucidation of the causes 
of the movement of sap in plants ie bound to 
have a useful bearing on horticulture in 
general.

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LABOURERS REFUSE 
EMPLOYERS’ TERMS. 

At a meoting of the members of the Building 
Section of the Transport Workers’ Union, in 
the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday, the new 
proposals eubmitted by the master builders were 
rejected by a large majority, and it was after- 
wards stated that the men woul] not present 
themeelves for work this morning, as their 
strike notices expired on Saturday week. 
Though some of the other trade sections are 
stated to have agreed to the terms, the attitude 
of the builders’ labourers will seriously, tnter- 
fere with building schemes which are already 
in progress. It will involve several thousands 
of men and largely add to tite abnormal! list of 
unemployed in the city.

It will be noted that no appointment has 
been made to the Ministry of Publicigy, and 
presumably it ie intended to aboliss the office. 


Mr. Cosgrave made the following statement of policy :— 

** It is my intention to implement this Treaty as sanctioned by the 
vote of the Dail and the eleetorate so far as it was free to express an 
opinion; to enact the Constitution; to assert the authority and supre- 
macy of Parliament; to support and assist the national Army in asserting 
the people’s rights; to ask Parliament, if necessary, for such powers 4s 
may be deemed essential for the purpose of restocing order and repressing 
crime; to expearie, as far as lies in the power of the Government, the re. 
turn of normal conditions; and, having established Saorstat on a consti- 
tutional basis, to speed up the work of reconstruction and reparation.’’ 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, on behalf of the Labour Party, described the 


eatatement as ‘‘ very unsatisfactory.

END OF LOGIC-CHOPPING. 
(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Almost the first act of the newly-con- 

stituted Irish Parliament on Saturday was 
the expulsion from the House of. Mr. 
Laurence Ginnell. Those who seek a sym- 
bol have it here. Mr. Ginnell is a Repub- 
lican—the only representative of Mr. de 
Valera s party who attended at Leinster 
House, despite persistent rumours of a 
proposed coup de theatre. But he is also 
something else. 

He stands for that school of politics of 
which Ireland has had a heavy surfeit 
Logic-chopping, quibbling with words, hold- 
ing up great national issues over sterile 
phrases, and talking, talking, talking with- 
out cease—such is the tradition with which 
Ireland broke on Saturday wheng Mr. 
Ginnell’s conduct reduced it to the absurd. 
There is to be no more pretence, no more 
folly about this Minister's being an official 
of Dail Eireann and that Ministers being 
an official of the Provisional Government. 
The absurdity of Jekyll and Hyde has been 
aboli .ed, and, as Mr. Ginnell was re- 
moved from the red plush benches on Satur- 
day afternoon, we recognised that a new 
phase of Ireland & political cevelonpment 


had begun. 
WHAT*EVERYBODY KNEW. 

The incident was amusing a& well as painful. 
“ Where am 17” Mr Ginnel!l wanted to know. 
Is this Dail Eireann or is it not ?—as if he did 
not know, as everybody elee knew, the precise 
status of the assembly. He w a master of 
obstructive methods, and as soon as we saw him 
striding up and down the lobby before the 
Parliament assembled, in cut-away coat and 
black e«louch hat fresh from an Argentinian 
haberdashery, we guessed that trouble was in 
the air Mr, Ginnell lost no time. 

As soon aa all the other members had signea 
the roll he began to heckle the whole House. 
“Is this Dail Eireann or is ** not ?” No busi- 
ness was possible while this little man, with his 
nervous, trembling gestures, chanted this futile 
question like an auctioneer asking. “ Any 
vance on half a crown °” Mr. Cosgrave obviously 
did not like the duty which fell on him of fro- 
posing Mr. Ginneli’s exnnisien. but it had to be 
done, and the stormy-petre] was removed, pro- 
testing vehemently, from the room. ' 

Mr. Ginnell's diernpenrance cave one 4 chance 
to take stock of the scene. The Roval Dublin 
Society’s Theatre is semi-circular in share, and 
the Speaker's chair was placed pt. the centre. 
The seats are arranced as in the dress circle of 
a theatre. risine tier upon tier, with a kind of 
promenade at the back. There was a sparse 
attendance—rossibly eighty in all. To the 
Speaker's left sat Mr. Coserave and the other 
members of the Provisional Government. Mr. 
Blythe was next to his chief. and beside him 
eat Meesrs. Hogan, O'Higgins, and Duggan, 
with Messrs. M’Grath. TitzGerald, and MacNeil 
behind, and Mr Richard Mulcahy. in contem- 
plative solitude on the extreme left.

On the right of the chair was the Labour 
Party—a solid phalanx—-headed by Messrs.

Mr. Cosgrave made an excellent impression. 
He looks as if the worries and trials of recent 
weeks have been telling on him, but he spoke 
with admirable confidence, and his statement of 
policy was as satisfactory as it was short and 
to the point. Mr. Cosgrave’s former flippancy 
seems to have given way to a quiet dignity of 
manner. For the moment, too, the military 
aspect of the Dail has disappeared. Mr. Sean 
McGarry: was the only member who wore 
uniform on Saturday. Mr. Mulcahy wore his 
old brown homespun, Mr. O’Duffy was in the 
palest of pale greys, Mr. Pierce Beasley came in 
a trench-coat, while Mr. McKeon looked as if 
he had just stepped out of Conduit street. 

Leinster House is an improvement on the 
building in Earlsfort terrace, but a new home 
must be found for Parliament before members 
will feel quite at ease. “ Tip-up”’ seats are 
anything but comfortable, especially if, like one 
ot two Deputies. you weigh sixteen or seventeen 
stone, and are wedged in the middle of a row. 
Besides, they tend to cramp your style. For- 
tunately, there was plenty of room on Satur- 
day, but one hopes that a permanent Parliament 
House will be found before long, so that the 
last remnants of make-believe may disappear 
from the Council of the nation. 


NET RESULTS. 


Litile more remains to be told, Everything 
was cut-and-<dried, and this, if one may say 6°, 
was rather a mistake, as the life and soul of 
any Parliament should be its spontaneity.

WINNER'S SURPRISING 
SPEED, 


O—R— 
136 MILES AN HOUR, 


The air race round Britain for the King's 
Cup provided a thrilling finish, which was 
witnessed by thousands of people, who had 
gathered on the hills and open spaces to 
the south of London on Saturday. It was 
expected that Captain J. L. Barnard would 
be closely concerned with the finish, and he 
proved to be the winner, though he only 
reached the winning post a hundred and 
thirty-five seconds before Mr. F. P. 
Raynham, who was a bare ten minutes be- 
fore Mr. Alan Cobham 


Captain Barnard was a popular officer in the 
Royal Air Force, and has been a most successful 
pilot of cross-Channel machines since the ser- 
vice started. 

The mishap which put out of action the ma- 
chine piloted by Mr. Frank Courtney was re- 
grettable, for he had been overhauling most of 
the machines which had started before him, and 
his success would .have been just as popular ‘as 
that of Captain Barmard, for both were well 
Nas to former members of the Royal Air 

orce. 


START FROM GLASGOW. 


Twelve of the thirteen competitors who 
started from Glasgow reached Bristol from 
Manchester, which was the first stopping place. 
From Bristol they flew straight to Croydon, 
and the pace made by many of them was 
terrific. 

Barnard and Cockerill both completed the 
dictance of one hundred and thirty miles well 
under the hour. F. Courtney, the pilot of the 
Siskin, whose chance was greatly fancied, could 
not leave Manchester owing to an accident to 
the wing of his machine, and took no part in 


the race. 
AIR THRILLS. 


A few minutes. before"ll o'clock two machines 
could be sen flyin neck and neck 
towards Manchester. irst one and then 
the other appeared to take the lead, 
and as they approached the landing-stage each 
made a daring dive earthwards. When over 
the hangars and travelling at a terrific rate, 
Raynham, on a 200 h.p. Wolseley, seemed just 
to hold the advantage over Cobham, who, how- 
ever, darted swiftly under him and arrived two 
seconds before him. 

The competitors looked little the worse for 
their ordeal during a thrilling race which had 
begun when they were 100 miles from Man- 
chester. 

“We have been racing almost side by side 
during the last part of the journey,” eaid 
Cobham as he cordially shook hands with his 
rival. “‘Baynham left Glasgow 16 minutes in 
advance of me, and as he had a machine of 
exactly the same speed as mine it was necessary 
to ‘go a bit.” Jt was the most exciting race 
I have ever taken part in. I believe I passed 
him at Windermere, for there I caught sight 
of him and shouted, * Hullo!’ For the rest of 
the journey we have been struggling for first 
place, and here we are. 

“My 'bus,” he added, “is the oldest in 
aviation, and I am proud of her.” 

Scarcely had the machines been placed side by 
side when another buzzing made the spectators 
turn their faces skywards. The machine they 
saw proved to be that of Barnard. The 
weather, he said, had been good, and it had 
enabled him ‘to do about 136 miles an hour. 

Butler experienced heavy clouds at Winder- 
mere, and was there obliged to ascend to an 
altitude of 7,000 feet. Following quickly beliind 
him came the machine with the only woman 
passenger in the race, Princess Loewenstein 
(Lady Anne Savile). She was a little dis- 
tressed, having suffered from air sickness, but 
quickly recovered. 


THE FINISH. 


The winner, F. L. Barnard, flew in a D.H. 
4A, with a 350 h.p. engine, entered by Sir 
Samuel Instone. The second competitor to 
finish, F. P. Raynham, flew in his own Martin, 
syde F 6, with a h.p. engine. A. P. 
Cobham came in third on a D.H. 98, with a 230 
h.p. engine, entered by Captain G. de Haviland. 

The other competitors arrived in the follow- 
ing order :—Percy, Butler, Hamilton, Cockerell, 
Longton, Holmes, Muir, and Tennant. Courtney 
was detained at Manchester. Payn returned to 
Manchester. Spenser, Grey, and Kenworthy, 
who were compelled to return to Newcastle 
owing to darkness on the first stage on Friday, 
resumed on Saturday, but retired after reach- 
ing Manchester. 

Twenty-one machines started from Croydon 
on Friday, and six competitors retired without | 
reaching Glasgow, the turning point; 13 machines 
left Glasgow on Saturday, while two which had 
stayed: the night at Newcastle, also continued’ 
the flight. Four competitors failed to complete 
Saturday's course from Glasgow to Croydon 
through Manchester and Bristol, and of the 
twenty-one started eleven completed the whole 
circuit. 

King George was immediately informed of 
the result, and Colonel More-Brabazon, chair- 
man of the Roya) Aero Club, presented the 
King’s Cup to Barnard, amid loud cheers, 

Interviewed by a representative of the Press 
Association after landing, Captain Barnard 
said :—*‘ I had a head wind practically al) the 
way out. There was hardly any wind from Glae- 
gow to Manchester. It was fair from there to 
Bristo], and there was a head wind from 
Bristol to Croydon. I have not had a bad 
journey, but it was a bit sticky in places.”

DISQUIETING SITUATION. 

No further details have been received of the 
fighting on the northern frontier of Mesopo- 
tamia, and the names of the wounded officers 
are not yet available. Turkish bands have for 
a long time been stirring up the Kurds, and 
have on several occasions crossed over into 
British mandated territory. This region is only 
held by a loose political control, with the 
assistance of levies, the only ordinary troops. 
being a column of Sikhs. The latter has now 
been withdrawn from the more expo: 
mountainous posts to a new stretegic frontier, 
the places evacuated being now held by local 
levies. 

No new development is exnected, although at 
the moment it is impossible to say how far 
the news of Turkish victories in Anatolia may 
affect the local population and occasion — 
unrest. The situation, however, is not regarded 
as serious, although it is realised that it is to 
a large extent dependent on high political con- 
siderations clsewhere. ; 

It should be pointed out ‘that the tribal 
raids. although affecting a remote part of 
mandated territory, have no connection what- 
ever with the political situation in Mesopotamia 
itself. —(Reuter.)

Negotiations between the Belgian and 
German Governments’ delegates in regard 
to the guarantees to be provided for the 
six months Treasury Bills, in which re- 
parations are to be paid, have broken 
down. 

Germany proposed to the Belgian dele- 
gates that the hills—to the value of 270 
million gold marks—should be divided into 
three groups—six, twelve, and eighteen 
months. 

As the Reparations Commission had de- 
cided that the whole amount was to be 
covered in six months’ bills, the Belgian 
Government was obliged to reject this pro-

BERLIN, Sunday. 

According to the Berliner Tagebiatt, the 
German proposal was that the Reichsbank 
should undertake to guarantee the Treasury 
bills without, however, drawing on its gold 
reserves. The Treasury bills to be handed 
Belgium would he extended in three stazes. It 
was proposed that the Bank cf England should 
guarantee the first“instalment on the basis of 
the Treasury bills issued to Belgium, and that 
that guarantor for the other two-thirds would 
be German industry. 

According to the Vorwaerts, the Government 
has found itself constrained to make its pro- 
eat to the Belgians. without any guarantees 
rom German industry, the latter having de- 
manded impossible conditioas. 

The Berliner Tageblatt learns that the 
German Government's proposal is that Ger- 
many will, if possible, raise ths ‘“‘ guarantee 
credits ” in England, Holland, and America, 
and in this way. furnish security for German 
Treasury Bonds. : 


GOOD-WILL, BUT NO FUNDS, 


The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, which re- 
appeared to-day, having completed its term of 
euppression, boldly proclaims that it e¢xperi- 
ences no feeling of repentance.

“Tt is becoming ever clearer that no solution 
can be found along the path followed in these 
negotiations.

‘Unacceptable and Indiscussible,” which led 
to our suppression, that we are not ifi a position 
to offer guarantees for payments, because we 
have not the requisite meang for payment at 
Our disposal, 

“This hard fact must shatter all attempts to 
settle the guarantee quection. We cannot 
promise what we cannot fulfil. Germany has 
demonstrated her good-will by the Stinnes- 
Lubersae agreement. The Belgian negotiators 
have had ‘an opportunity of realising the true 
situation, as well as Germany’s good-will, and 
if may be expected that they will inform their 
Government accordingly.’’—( Reuter.)

INCREASED REVENUE. 
BERLIN, Saturday. 

Germany's floating debt, according to the 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, increased in the 
last ten days of August by 18,500 million 
marks to 331,300 million marks. Revenues from 
taxation from April 1 to August 31 amounted 
to 70,000 million, being. an increase of 47,000 
million as compared with the same period of 
last year. he revenue from posts and 
telegraphs amounted to 6,800 millions, being 
an increase of 4,700 millions: while the revenue 
from the railways amounted to 48,000 millions, 
an increase of 40,000 millions.—(Reuter.)

FURTHER PROTESTS AGAINST 


PREMIER’S SPEECH. 


SIMLA, Friday. 

The whole of to-day’s sitting of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly was devoted to the discussion of 
resolutions in connection with Mr. Lloyd 
George’s speech. : 

The debate generally followed the line 
adopted yesterday in the Council of State. 
Virtually all the Indian members condemned 
the speech as violating previous pledges, par- 
ticularly attacking the Premier's assertion that 
india could never dispense with the steel frame- 
work of the British official. All, . however, 
eulogised the great services rendered by the 
members of the Civil Service. 

Dr. Gour described Mr. Lloyd George’s speech 
*s a recruiting speech for the benefit of pros- 
pective candidates for the service, but he 
desired them to know that India repudiated 
responsibility for further British recruitment 
on the former terms. 

Mr. Rangachariar, Sir Beva Sarvadhikary, 
Mr. T. Dwarkadas, and Munshi Iswar Saran 
were the principal supporters of the resolution. 

Sir William Vincent and Sir Malcolm Hailey, 
who both made powerful speeches, earnestly 
warned the Assembly of the danger of further 
alienating the goodwill and sympathy of the 
British people and Parliament, and emphasised 
that all sections of the people in England were 
now taking increased interest in Indian affairs, 
and viewed with serious concern the present 
course of. events in India. 

Mr. Rhodes and Mr. D’Arcey Lindsay both 
mad® telling speeches urging the withdrawal of 
the resolution, but it was carried amidst ap- 
plause by 48 votes to 34.—(Reuter.) 

[The following is the text of the resolution :-— 
“The Assembly recommends the Governor- 
General in Council to convey a message to His 
Majesty's Government that it views with grave 
concern the pronouncement made by the Prime 
Minister in the House of Commons on August 2, 
and considers that the tenour of the whole 
speech and the sentiments therein expressed are 
in conflict with the declarations made by His 
Majesty and responsible Ministers, and that the 
speech is calculated to create serious misapore- 
hensions in the minds of the Assembly and cf 
the people of India regarding the attainment cf 
Swara] and the Indianisation of the services.'’)

A brief message, received late last night, 
says that Smyrna has been occupied by a 
Turkish cavalry divxision. 

Earlier messages said that a state of 
panic prevailed in the town. British sub- 
jects had been ‘embarked on warships. 

Thousands of refugees, in a pitiable con- 
dition, were pouring into the town. Bands 
of men were committing acts of pillage, 
incendiarism, and murder. Valuable 
British properties were in danger, : 

Turkish Nationalists, flushed with vic- 
tory, are not inclined fo accept the Allies’ 
offer of mediation, but require the Greeks 
to make a direct request to Angora, when 
imperative conditions will be laid down. 


NO FIGHT FOR SMYRNA. 


HIGH ~COMMISSIONER’S 
FLIGHT, 


Reuter’s Smyrna Correspondent telegraphed 
at 10.30 a.m. on Friday :—The situation here is 
extremely grave. British subjects have been 
removed from Bondja village, five miles from 
Smyrna. The Turks yesterday bombarded 
Tourbali, on the Aidin Railway, 35 miles from 
Smyrna. Bands of Greek soldiers and 
Armenians and Turks are committing acts of 
inecendiarism , pillage, and murder. 

The Allied Fleets have a plan for concerted 
action in Smyrna to protect valuable British 
properties which are in danger. 

Reuter’s Agency is informed that a telegram 
received in London yesterday says that a num- 
ber of refugees,. who have arrived from the 
interior at various ports of Asia Minor, inclu/- 
ing Smyrna, is estimated at: half a million. 
Their condition is stated to be pitiable. 

Saturday's Petit Parisien says that M. 
Sterghiades, the Greek High Commissioner in 
Smyrna, has left Smyrna, and.embarked on the 
areek warship, Lemnos, following a hostile 
demonstration on the part of the Mohammedan 
population. 

The newspaper says that this action seems to 
mark the failure of the Greek hostilities in 
Asia Minor. “' In effect, M. Sterghiades has 
left. in the lurch thousands of Greek nationals, 
whose numbers will be swelled by deserters and 
refugees, covered only by remnants of a routed 
army.” i 

The Allies are not undertaking the genera 
policing of the town, but are contenting them- 
selves with guaranteeing the tranquility of 
their nationals and safeguarding authority. 

A Constantinople telegram, received - last 
night, says:—Smyrna has been occupied by a 
division of the Turkish cavalry. 

It is believed that the Greek contingent is 
retreating from Chatalga and other districts in 
Thrace. 

The Athens Correspondent telegraphed on 
Saturday :—Greek troops in the Brusá sector 
are being evacuated ‘via Mudania on the Sea of 
Marmora. 

M. Callogeropoulos, the new Greck Prime 
Minister, said, in an interview, that the sole 
aim of his Government would be to rescue his 
country from the present critical situation. He 
would do all that was humanly possible for tho 
eafety of the nation,

ARMISTICE PROPOSALS.

TURKS’ INDEPENDENT ATTITUDE 


A» telegram from Angora states ‘that ‘the 
request for an armistice reached there threugh 
the intermediary of the Allied High Commis- 
sioners at Constantinople. It is thought in 
Parliamentary circles that a direct request from 
the Greek Generalissimo to the Turkish High 
Command would be the only way of bringing 
about an armistice. The Turks will demand 
the complete evacuagéion of} Asia Minor and 
Thrace by the Greeks, including Constantinople, 
the immediate departure of Greek naval forces 
from Turkish waters, and an undertaking by 
Greece to pay reparations for damage done. 

Nationalist circlés in Constantinople doubt 
whether Angora will accept the Greek armis- 
tice proposals at the moment when the Turkish 
Army is victorious on all fronts. 

Angora, they believe, will probably insist on 
a direct request from the Greek Commander- 
in-Chief to the Kemalist Commander, who will 
then lay down special terms for an armistice, 
now that the question of Asia Minor “is de- 
finitely settled by arms. 

The same circles are convinced that Angora 
will stipulate as imperative conditions—(1) the 
evacuation of Thrace, (2) the immediate depar- 
ture from Constantinople of Greek naval and 
military forces. ; 

The embarkation of troops and war material 
in Asia Minor would be subject to the execu- 
tion of these two conditions, 

The Turkish Press, commenting on the re 
quest for an armistice, strengly insists on the 
formal acceptance by Greece of these two con- 
ditions. It adds that Greece must at once 
agree to repair the damage done in Asia Minor 
by the Greek forces. 


ITALY’S NEW SCHEME.

TRUCE TO BE “ RECOMMENDED.” 
PARIS, Saturday. 

M. Ga'li, Italian Chargé d’ Affaires, this after- 
noon transmitted to the Quai d’Orsay a Note 
from the Italian Government, inviting the 
French Government to take action in concert 
with it, and with the British Government, to 
send representatives to a meeting to which the 
Greek and Turkish representatives will also be 
invited. 

This meeting will take place at Venice, as 
was decided previously, but the conversations will 
have a different character from those originally 
intended. It is proposed to study the situation 
created by recent events, and to endeavour to 
discover the possibility of. establishing. a pre- 
liminary basis of peace. 

The Italian scheme does not exactly com- 
prise a proposal for an armistice. It :merely 
Ese out that the Allies—France, Britain and 
taly—should recommend to the belligerents 
the cessation of hostilities in order to assist 
the work of the Conference. — 

A similar Note has been sent to the British 
Government. 

The. French Government will attentively con- 
sider the Italian proposals, No precise date has 
vet been suggested for the convocation of the 
Conference. which can only be-~settled by an 
understanding between the French, British and 
Italian Governments. 

It is considered in French circles that. the 
first thing to be obtained is the suspension of 
hostilities between the belligerents, and that 
the solution of this question is first of all a 
matter for the opposing Staffs. 

It may be recalled that steps have already 
been taken to obtain Angora’s terms for an 
armistice. If that Government's. reply is accept- 
able, it seems that the Italian proposal will be 
promptly accepted and the Venice Conference 
may open towards the middle of September.—

“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Why have we in England no celebration of 
the Marne, no celebration of any among the 
wondrous feats of arms in which we and our 
French Allies shattered and ground to powder 
the overweening hosts of aggressive and vain- 
glorious Germany? ‘The Marne is one of the 
greatest achievements in all the annals of war. 
The instinct which teaches our French friends 
to keep its memory ever present to their minds, 
and to hand that memory down to the genera- 
tions whose sacred heritage of nationa! freedom 
and grandeur it saved from the first fierce on- 
slanght of the aggressors, is a sound and whole- 
some instinct. It was the splendid beginnin 
of the great deliverance—the deliverance of 
France and of Europe from German Imperial- 
ism, which four years of enduring heroism were 
needed to consummate. 

The French Prime Minister took the occasion 
of the anniversary to make a speech in which 
he insisted once again upon the justice and the 
necessity of reparations. The firmness of bis 
tone and the clear character of his warnings 
may exercise, it is to be hoped, a salutary in- 
fluence upon the attitude of the Germans.

MAGNITUDE OF GREEK REVERSE. 

Official news of the fall of Smyrna was re- 
ceived by the British Government yesterday, 
states The Times. Few details accompanied 
the official despatch, but the messages which we 
print to-day from our Correspondents at Athens, 
at Constantinople, and at Smyrna itself are 
ample proof of the magnitude of the Greek 
reverse. In British official quarters it ie stated 
that Kemal Pasha has invited representatives of 
the Allied High Command to meet him to dis- 
cuss armistice terms, We learn that the eom- 
manding officer of the Turkish troo which 
have entered Smyrna has given an undertaking 
to the Allies that there will be no massacre ol 
refugees. It is believed that British ships have 
safely embarked all British subjects in the city. 

Meanwhile, there is no attempt in Govern- 
ment circles to disguise the extreme gravity of 
the general situation. It is believed in official 
quarters that it is essential that the Allies must 
present a bold front to the Turks, and without 
any delay. Kemal Pasha may have ho es of 
playing off the British, French, and talian 
Governments against-each other, but he would 
hesitate to challenge the three Powers com- 


bined.

ELECTION RUMOURS. 


A DIVIDED CABINET. 

Hints of an autumm general election are 
floating about, writes The Times Parliamentary 
Correspondent. © They are far from definite, 
but are not on that account to be ignored. 
They have a negative rather than a positive 
character, and are couched in such phrases as 
“ Nothing is settled. Parliament may run the 
full term of its statutory life, but you should 
be prepared for the possibility of something 
happening immediately and without warning.” 
That is all. One thing certain is that the 
next time the Prime Minister contemplates a 
general election he will not permit of a 
leakage of his intentions, such as that which 
occurred at the beginning of the year. 

The Ministry is not quite as united now as 
it was nine months ago. The Cabinet has 
been seriously divided on more than one 
issue of importance. Until quite recently the 
Coalition. was most firm at the top. The 
dangers to its stability were deep in the two 
parties far removed from the Government and 
In the constituencies. A Ministerial reconstrue- 
tion is imminent. The clash of party interests 
will be felt when that delicate operation is 
undertaken. In addition, the Unionist leaders 
are showing concern about the November Con- 
ference of the party.

 PUBLIC ENTHUSIASM. 


In its editorial comments upon the circuit 
of Britain. air race on Saturday, The Times 
remarks :—As we anticipated, the  public- 
spirited’ citizens of Glasgow, Manchester, Bir- 
mingham, Newcastle, and Bristol turned out im 
their thousands to see the race, nor were 
Londoners behind in their interest. These 
demonstrations of public enthusiasm are of the 
utmost importance and value to the whole 
future of civil aviation. Indeed, it is not too 
much to say that the future depends entirely 
on the extent to which the nation as a whole 
can be awakened to a full realisation of the 
present position of air transport in Britain as 
contrasted with the rapid progress now being 
achjeved almost daily by foreign countries. 

The numbers completing the course compare 
favourably with the figures of the last flight 
round Britain, when only three airmen finished, 
and one came,in a week afterwards. And yet 
it is impossible to help contrasting the advance 
which would have been recorded if the Govern- 
ment had ever since the armistice treated avia- 
tion with even a modest amount of imagination 
and foresight.

FUNDING OPERATIONS. 

The Times in its “City Notes” column 
states:—The British delegation which is going 
to Washington to arrange the funding of the 
British debt to the United States will leave 
this country very shortly. No announcement 
hag yet been made as to tho personnel of the 
delegation, but in some quarters it has been 
suggested that possibly the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer may go ae the head of it. No doubt 
the Government has fully provided itself with 
the dollars necessary to meet tho first half- 
year’s interest payment, which fal’s due on 
October 1, and which amounts approximately to 
£25,000,000. The marked improvemengy in British 
credit that has taken place in the past two 
years, and which is reflected in a substantial 
rise in the doliar value of the pound and in 
the fact that the Government is now borrowing 
on a 44 per cent. basis instead of 6 per cent. 
and over, should smooth the task of the fund- 
ing delegation. 

Now that the tax collections are likely to 
fall off, an easier monetary situation may 
develop. Consequently a better demand for the 
43 per cent. Treasury Bonds should presently 
show itself. If the holiday season had not 
intervened, and tax collections had not 
created a considerable monétary stringency, the 
Treasury might now have been borrowing on a 
4 per cent. basis. With good management that 
basis may be reached later in the autumn.

MR. FORD’S “ DRY ” RULE. 


In a message from New York T'Ae “7'imea 
Correspondent states:—Mr. Henry Ford an- 
nounces that, in consequence of the laxity of 
the authorities in carrying out the provisions 
of the prohibition law, he proposes to take the 
question, as far as the men employed in his 
motor car factories are concerned, into his own 
hands. Recently, he states, several flagrant 
instances of men being imtoxicated inside the 
factory have been brought to his notice, and 
in several cases serious accidents have resulted. 

In future, therefore, “any man having the 
odour of beer, wine, or liquor on his breath, 
or having any of these intoxicants on his per- 
son or in his home, will lose his position, with- 
out excuse or appeal.”

STAFFS LEAVE THE CENTRAL 
OFFICE. 


At the Central Telegraph Office in Amiens 
street, a crowd of small dimensions assembled 
as six o'clock approached, and when the mem- 
bers of the telegraph staff on duty, numbering 
about twenty, made their appearance on the 
steps, there was a slight cheer. At about the 
same hour a night staff of, perhaps, about 40 
was due to go on duty, but not one presented 
himself. 

All remaining in the building after six o'clock 
were the superintendents. The counter clerk 
closed up his drawers and also passed out. 

There was a guard of aiiters on the 
premises, and immediately a sentry, with rifle 
and fixed bayonet, took up position on the steps. 

In a few minutes a picket of about a dozen 
men was moving up and down the opposite side 
of the street. - There was some apprehension 
that this would lead to trouble, in view of the 
statement issued hy the Government to the 
effect that picretting would not be allowed. 
There was.  shhárhám a, no interference with the 
picket. 

Last evening the following official communiqué 
was issued :— 

“The Post Office intimates that it expects to 
be able to carry on postal and telegraph services 
on a restricted scale. 

“ “ Only letters of a very urgent nature should 
be posted. In Dubliv the postings should be 
made at the Rotunda’ Rink. 

“All members of the staff now on leave are 
asked to report for duty at once—provincial 
officers to report at their respective head offices. 

“In Dublin all officers should report at the 
Rink Sorting Office, at Amiens street Telegraph 
Office, or at Aldborough House.” 


RIGHT TO STRIKE. 
—--- - — 
THE GOVERNMENT 'S VIEW. 


Following a Conference held on Saturday 
morning, at which an unsuccessful effort was 
made to adjust matters, the Department for 
Home Affairs issued the following statement :— 

“The Government does not recognise the 
right of Civil Servants to strike. In the event 
of a cessation of work by any section of the 
staff of the Postal Service, picketting, such as 
is permitted in connéction with industrial 
strikes, will not be allowed. 

“The Government is. determined to afford 
the fullest protection to,those officers who, re- 
maining loyal to the Government, continue to 
carry out their duties. 

“The Post’ Office service is a vital State 
service. The Government >is prepared to use, 
if necessary, all the forces at its disposal to 
ensure that no official who continues his service 
to the State will be subjected to interference 
or intimidation.” 

Shortly after 6 o'clock ast evening the super- 
vising officers received a document in the fol- 
iowing terms from the Strike Committee :-— 

“We have reason to believe that an attempt 
will be made to get supervising officers to per 
form work proper to the men and women cn 
strike. While we do not believe that you will 
in any way depart from tNe decision come to at 
the meeting of your Assétiation, if is thonght 
right to urge upon you the importance end 
eafety of strictly adhering to that decision. 
You cannot be victimised for declining to 
blackleg, and should there be any sttempt 
at the victimisation of any officer of any rank 
all the Unions can be relied upon to come to 
his aid, and make non-victimsation a necessary 
condition of settlement.’ 

THE CONFERENCE. 

At. the conference at tha Government Build- 
ings, Mr. James G. Douglas, Chairman Postal 
Commission, presided,, and the following were 
also present:—Mr. J. J. Walsh, , Postmaster- 
General, and Mr. P. 8S. O’Hegarty, Secretary 
of the Post Office; two representatives of he 
Ministry of Finance. and Mr. Normile, 
MacPhillips, and Mr. Parkes, representing the 
lirsh Postal Union, the Irish Postal Workers’ 
Union, and the Irish Post Office Engimeenng 
Association. 

After considerable discussion the Postmaster 
General etated that the Government was 
willing to meet the staff by postponing the 
operation of a portion of the cut, and even- 
tually it was proposed that the cut be divided 
in two parts—one-half to operaie immediately, 
and one-half on December Ist. This was 
rejected by the representatives of the Unions. 
The Chairman then made the following sugges- 
tions :— 

1. The Unions to withdraw threat of strike 

2. The temporary additions made “oilowing 
the interim report of the Postal Commission to 
continue in force until. December Ist. 

3. The cut of 3-26ths dune September Ist to 
take place at once. 

The representatives of the Government and of 
the Unions considered this proposal separately. 
The representatives of the Unions informed the 
Chairman that they could not possibly agree, 
but that they would cansider the proposals if 
the reduction of 3-26ths was withdrawn, and 
submitted to arbitration, The Government re- 

resentatives handed the following reply to the 
shairman’s proposals :— 

“The Government adhere to thei: 
that the reduction in wages must take place, 
but. they are willing to spread the reduction in 
instalments over a period of three months, the 
precise amounts of the ‘instalmenis to be 
settled in negotiation.” 

They also stated that they could not agree 
under any circumstances to a withdrawal of the 
September cut of 3-26ths 

‘he Chairman asked the representatives of 
the Union to reconsider their position, and 
pointed out that the Government's reply did not 
exclude his proposals. He strongly irged their 
acceptance, pointing out that his proposals pro- 
vided a subssantial postponement of the bulk of 
the reduction, He further expressed his con- 
viction that, in addition to the _ unjustifiable 
interfering with “ the interests of the public 
which a strike at this juncture would entail, it 
would also onerate against the staffs hy 
seriously prejudicing the further work of the 
Postal Commission 

The Union representatives stated that they 
togretted they could not further discues the 
proposals, and the procecdings terminated. 

_ Conversations afterwards took place with Mr 
Clark, representing various classes of the Post 
Office staff not represented at the conference, 
and the proposals were explained to him ty 
the Chairman 

The following statement was issue! on Satur- 
day. from the office of the Trish Postal Union at 
4 Cavendish row :—* The Executive of the Irish 
Postal Unions regrets to announce that the 
negotiations set on foot at to-day's conference 
definitely broke down, the Government having 
refused the Union's offer to submit the 3.26 
"eut'” to immediate artifration, stating in its 
reply “that the Government adheres to their 
position that the reductions in wages must take 
place, but they are willitg to spread the reduc- 
tion in jnstalments over a periol of three 
months; the precise amounts of the instalments 
to be settled in negotiation.’ '' 

In handi this statement to a Press repre- 
sentative, Mr. McPhillips stated that, while <ll 


posit ion 


arrangemenis had been made for the strike, it 
would not be a lightning one. : 

In answer to enquiries mada at 5 o'clock 
yesterday evening, Mr McPhillips stated that 
something like 12,000 men would be involved 
in. the strike, but that was only a rough esti- 
mate. There were three unions concerned. 
Of his own union 4,000 postal workers would 
strike, and a similar number was expected from 
the Irish Postal Workers’ Organisation. 

Questioned about the possibility of some mem- 
bers not taking part in the strike, Mr. 
McPhillips replied that “ there might be one or 
two scabs.” There would be very few who 
would refuse to come out, 

The question of picketing arose, and Mr. 
McPhillips stated that the postal workers were 
going to exercise their rights. “We are quite 
entitled to be on the street to picket, and we 
dare the Government to interfere.” 

“The Government,” he added “can see the 
right in other workers picketing, but when 
they themselves are involved in a wages dispute 
they see no right at all.” Their members were 
recognised as trade unionists by the head of 
the Labour Party in Ireland, and he saw no 
reason why they should be interfered with. 
Apart altogether from what the Government 
seid, they were quite entitled when out of their 
jobs to walk up and down the street. 


STATEMENT BY THE UNIONS. . 


n a statement which they issued last night 
the Postal Unions say :— 

“We have asked nothing from the Govern- 
ment to cause this conflict. Since the day 
they took up office we never asked them for 
anything. They made an attack upon our wage 
position last March, and we agreed to refer the 
question to arbitration rather than plunge the 
eountry into the throes of a strike. An inde- 
pendent’ Commission set up by the Government 
decided in our favour regarding the March 
issue, and it is still sitting to determine the 
entire wage question in the Post Office. In ~ 
the interval between that independent Com- 
missions interim and final reports the Govern- 
ment steps in and proposes to take the question 
away from that tribunal, to reduce our wages, 
and thereby to alter the basis of the case 
which the Commission is trying. 

“The Government now proposes to take off 
what the independent Commission gave us in its 
interim report last May, and, in addition, to 
apply a further 3-26ths “cut,” andfor no other 
reasou than that a Government department has 
produced a cost of living index figure. We 
cannot live on figures produced by public de- 
partments so long as our butchers, bakers, 
dairymen, etc., ignore those figures and charge 
to-day prices as high as those charged when the 
Postal Commission made its award in May last. 

“The purchasing power of our wages is to 
us the test of their adequacy or otherwise. 

“It is urged by the Government that we 
have borne no cut since Sentember last, while 
other civil servants have had to do so. We 
reply that when our wages are brought up to 
the level of those of other civil servants we 
will, like them, bear “ents.” consistently, of 
course, with maintaining all the time the 
economic stability of our homes, 

“The Government, through the Home Office, 
seeks to inflict another “ent” upon us by its 
proclamation of this morning, in which i% 
arrogates to iteelf the richt to deny to trade 
unionists in its service a legal richt common 
to all trade unionists in other employment— 
vir., that of peaceful picketing. ; 

“In the worst days of the foreien Home 
Office we were never subjected to unmitigated 


tyranny of thie kind, not even during the 


régt a of the Black and Tans, when we were 
out on strike in support of the national ideal. 
It will have no effect on the morale of our 
members, excent it be to steel their determina- 
tion to still more sternly resist all the attacke 
of a Government which shows itself prepared 
to trample on every vestige of democratic 
and trade union liberty. Every man 
and woman in Treland who values 
liberty-—-and most of our people do—will revolt 
against this act of ‘Govermental accression. 
which appears to have been planned by the 
Postmaseter-General, accepted by the Hom 
Office, and put, if it will be put, into execution 
in the name of the sovereign people. 

The union directly informed the Postmaster- 
General to-day that, if the Department were 
agreeable, the union would preévide staffs for 
humanitarian services (doctors, hospitals, fire 
brigade) in the larger centres at Dublin, Cork, 
Waterford and Limerick. 

“All the staffs ceased work at 6 p.m. this 
evening, and the stoppage of the entire Post 
Office service is complete so far as public aspects 
especially are concerned.” 

After the staff withdrew from the Dublin 
Telephone Excha@ge armed troops occupied the 
vcighbouring streets, and discharged a number 
of shots. The pickets, however, remained, and 
later the Dublhn Metropolitan Police arrived, 
and the troors withdrew. 

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT,

Mr. W. O’Brien drew attention to the postal 
strike, and asked what steps had been taken 
by Mr. Walsh to avert the trouble. 

The President mentioned that the Postmaster- 
General had met the staffs that morning, and he 
suggested that notice be given of the matter for 
Monday. 

Mr. O’Brien said that it would be‘more de 
sirable to have Mr. Walsh's statement now. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, with the wish of the Houwsa 
then made a statement, and said that he wth 
comed the opportunity of stating the position 
gs it now stood. At the instigation of the Chair- 
man of the Commission, Mr. Douglas, both 
parties met that morning, and after discussion 
the representatives of the Government made @ 
proposal in which, while adhering to the en- 
forcement of the “cut,” willingness was ex- 
preseed to spread the reduction in insiaiments 
over a period of three months, the precise 
amount of the instalments to be settled by nego- 
tiation. That proposal was not, however, 
accepted. ‘the offer was made on the under- 
standing that the strike would not materialise. 

Mr. Johneon reviewed many rhases of the 
strike and said that the conduct of the 
Postmaster-Genera!l proved him unworthy of the 
position. His attitude towards the staffs had 
led to a great deal of antagonism. Apparently 
the advantages of Mr. Walsh's long experience in 
postal affairs were not sufficie: | to overcome the 
disadvantages of his temperament. What hac 
to be considered waa not whether the rostal 
servants were content with what the people in 
England were willing to hve upon, but what was 
the reasonable standard of living in Iteland. 

Mr. Hogan, Minister of Agriculture, pointed 
out that the cost of living figure was hitherto 
fixed by an English Department, and it was 
never questioned. lt wae only when an Irish 
Department found the figure that an attack 
was made on it. Criticism of the figure was 
welcomed by the Committee that found it, and 
facts rroving that it was wrong werd invited. 
In agreeing to spread the reduction over a 
period of instalments the Government had mada 
a concession which the English or Northera 
Parliament would not make. It. was a con- 
cession which put the Postmaster-General abso- 
lutely in the right. 

Mr. Walsh's aproiniment was approved, the 
Labour members dissenting.

Proceeding, Mr. Johnson said that they took

No one 
who claimed the right of self-determination was 
satisfied with the Treaty. 

PEACE SUGGESTIONS, 

He was satisfied that a way to peace might 
be found—he said it on his own responsibility— 
if this threat of war to the last cartridge were 
denied and if the country accepted the present 
situation as something definitely short of their 
rightful aims. That, undaubtedly, represented 
‘he minds of the masses of the people. He be- 
lieved that they were going to be the masters 
of the destinies of the country, and jn order 
to have actively in support of its. institutions 
the minds of the real dem@gracy that in the 
past had stood by the ideals of the nation they 
would like an expression from the Ministry as 
to whether they had given encouragement to 
suggestions that were vety rife, that the 
powers of government showld be entrusted in 
some decree to new people—meaning the old 
people—and to a new set Of governors—mean- 
ing, of course, the old set of governors. They 
would like to know whether that was in the 
minds of the Government. 

Were they going to st@nd by the protesta- 
tions and professions of the past two years— 
that the new Ireland would be a democratic 
Ireland, and that the democracy would not be 
merely a political demoafacy; that the motto 
of the country would “service and co- 
operation,” rather than the commercial xeals 
which had made England great? They would 
like to have assurances Oh these questions, and 
were awaiting the impiication of the demo- 
cratic temper of Dail Fireann. 

He would ask for an @uthoritative expression 
of opinion from the Ministry as to the attitude 
in the future on these questions, and on, per- 
haps, most of all, the great question which was 
affecting those with whom they were closely in 
contact, and for whonr they spoke. 


UNEMPLOYMENT, 


They knew that when they spoke of unem- 
ployment that they would be told that the 
political and military situation was responsible, 
and they had no answer to give to a great 
extent. But the problem of the unemployment 
of large numbers of people was a problem which 
existed before the outbreak of the present 
trouble. The previous Ministry knew the 
problem, and presumably had been considering 
remedies that they would like to apply. 

Hiis party would like to see some indication 
of what the new Ministry's views were on the 
question, because they were going to have a 
Winter which would probably be the most 
severe, quite apart from the military situation, 
that they had expervenced for a long time. 
They were not going to get through this 
winter without considerable commotion. They 
would like to know if the Ministry were going 
to ‘lead the country ón the lines promised in 
the democratic progfamme of Dail Eireann— 
that any man willing to work should be sure 
of the opportunity to work. Could they have 
an assurance from the Ministry that that was 
their policy ? 

They had to say that if that were bo, they 
should find many ways of co-operating with the 
Ministry, and, if he might gay so, the war 
peti would be greatly eased if they eould 
ie informed that men would not be brought 
from the fighting areas simply to starve in the 
Streets or on the coyntryside. He thought if 
they and the House were willing to allow the 
discussion to proceed some time before a. vote 
was taken it might facilitafé the general busi- 
ness of the country. 

Mr. O'Rourke asked what had become of the 
pact, and by whom it was broken. He wished 
to know what exactly had become of that 
agreement, and he also wished to know whether 
he Ministry to be formed now would ne a 
Coalition Ministry, and, if not, why it should 
not. “A gentleman of the Ministry smiles,” 
added Mr. O'Rourke, “‘ but it is a very serious 
matter; it is a matter of public faith.” 

Mr. Gayan Duffy said that he wanted to 
know whether the President would announce 
that the present system of dual Government 
would contmue. 

Mr. D. J. Gorey (Farmers’ Party) mentioned 
that according to the pact every and any party 
were free to contest the election. He referred 
to the tact that on the night before tle nomi- 
nations he, with others of his party,. vere at- 
tacked with rifles, revolvers, and machine guns. 
He wished to know what party had been ie- 
sponsible for that. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis said that he thought a 
statement of policy should be given to the 
House by the Executive. 

Mr. Gorey said that some of the questiors 
moved by Deputy Johnson were questions as 
to ihe Constitution, and some of them were 
questions directed to the Executive. At pie- 
sent they had no Executive formed; it was not 
normnated much less formed. When the Presi- 
dent and Executive were formed they would 
no doubt, reply. 


WAR OR PEACE? 

Mr. Cathal O’Shannon said that no doubt 
questions as to the Constitution were for the 
future, and it was true that there were far 
more important and urgent questions requiring 
attention at the moment. But there had been 
& certain amount of propaganda, and, of course 
some members of the House found it necessary 
to contribute to it. ‘Hundreds of thousands of 
people who had nothing whatever to do with 
the war were menaced with starvation. They 
watited a definite answer from the gentleman 
nominated for the office of President on this 
question of unemployment, and they wanted 
to know whether tld new Executive coming 
into power was going to conduct war operations 
— oe operations.

They had a right to know what 
was to be the policy of the new Executive 
Were the Ministers to be responsible to the 
House or not? 
Statements were being made that the House 
would not possess anything like extended 
powers of legislation, and that it would be in 
the nature of a constituent assembly. They 
wanted to know if that was the conception the 
Executive about to be nominated had of it.

Speaking on the nomination of Mr. J. 
McGrath as Minister of Industries and 
Commerce, Mr. 8, Milroy, said that it would be 
bad business to merge, as was p ed, two 

t departments like Labour and Economic 
ffairs under one head. Both those depart- 
ments were equally important. One of the 
facts that they had to face in Ireland at pre- 
sent was that their new administrators were 
not much better than raw amateurs. He 
thought that as amateurs they had done power- 
ful work and great service to the nation. But 
it would require a super-man to give all the 
attention necessary to run those two depart- 
ments which they now proposed to merge. His 
rsonal opinion was that if they were to merge 
hose two offices it was going to lead to depart- 
mental inefficiency. 

Mr. Milroy, continuing, said that he thought 
one man could not efficiently discharge the 
duties of both offices. He thought that the 
proposal was a false step on the part of the 
Government, and that it could not result in 
benefit to the country in the matter of economic 
progress. Trade and commerce, on the one 
hand, and Labour interests on the other, 
were most important departments, and were 
worthy of a separate Ministry and of efficient 
service. 


MORE MINISTRIES WANTED. 


‘Professor Magennis said that it seemed to 
him they should multiply instead of unify- 
ing departments which took charge of im- 
portant interests in the country. 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins said that there was such 
a close connection between the development cf 
industries and the labour question that the 
two interests should be given in charge to one 
Minister. It was in that sense that the change 
was proposed to be made, and he believed that 
one able, energetic man would be able to dea! 
successfully with the whole subject. 

The motion was passed. 

Mr. Cosgrave proposed that Mr. Mulcahy be 
Minister of Defence and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army. 

Mr. Cole said that they were fighting a war 
in Ireland—a war caused by the defiance by 
a military minority of the civil majority of the 
nation. What should be understood, and en- 
forced, was that the civil authority must be 
superior to the military force, whether that 
force. was on the side of the majority or cn 
the side of the revolting minority. ere was 
a proposal to place one man in control of the 
army, and at the same time to give him charge 
of an enormous amount of routine work. The 
Minister of Defence, he held, should be a 
civilian. 

Mr. McBride said that he had every confi- 
dence in the capacity of Mr. Mulcahy, but he 
objected to any one man being Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army and Minister of Defence at 
the same time. 

Mr. Johnson (Labour) said that the combina. 
tion of the two offices generally ran the risk 
of leading to a dictatorship, although he did 
not think there would be any such danger in 
this instance. He would like to know which 
forces was responsible for the keeping of order, 
and to whom that force was responsible. 

Mr. Figgis said that as he was entering the 
building a friend handed him a sheet of paper, 
which was part of the propaganda of the irre- 
gulat forces. In it there was a paragraph in 
which there was reference to a body calling 
itself the Provisional Government—and in a 
parenthesis, a “military junta.” It would te 
the business of that assembly to see that it was 
not a military junta. It was very important 
that what was happening in the country should 
not be supported by action in that assembly. 
If they had a man as Minister of Defence, who 
was at the same time Commander-in-Chief <f 
the Army, they would be presenting their ~p- 

onents with an argument that they should not 
w presented with. 


THE RIGHT PERSON. 


Mr. Cosgrave said that at the present time, 
and in present circumstances, it was obvious 
that the gentleman whose name was before the 
House was the right person for both itions. 
Mr. Mulcahy had been identified with the Army 
for many years, and his long and successful 
Army record had not deprived him of the 
capacity to give the Government very valuable 
assistance in council. Those who were in charge 
of the civil Government knew and appreciated 
the value of the opinion of the Minister of De- 
fence. Those who were connected with the 
Army knew the value of General Mulcahy’s 
epinion. The public outside also appreciated 
him, both as Minister of Defence and Com- 
mander-in-Chief. (Hear, hear.) 

The House approved of the motion. 

The President then nominated himself as 
Minister of Finance, and the appointment was 
ananimously ratified 

[The discussion on the appointment of a Post- 
master-General is published in the report of the 
Post Office strike.) 

The President next nominated Messrs. E. 
Duggan and Finian Lynch as Ministers without 

rtfolico, and mentioned that the latter had 

en Minister of Education, but was at present 
on active service. 

Mr. Figgis protested against the appointment 
ef Ministers who had other tasks to do else- 
where. 

Professor Magennis again spoke in favour of 
a larger Ministry, and expressed the view that 
the Ministry of Education was well served by 
Mr. MacNeill. He protested against the Minis- 
try being associated with a soldier in the field. 

The President stated that anyone who had 
followed the history of the past few months 
could put his finger on the exact point they 
were discussing. Six or eight months ago a 
Provisional Government was formed. There was 
no provision under the arrangement made at 
the time for either a dismissal or a resigna- 
tion, and during the interval that had elapsed 
Ministers had to make numerous journeys across 
the. water. Was is reasonably possible for 
Ministers to carry out the duty of their offices 
in Dublin and at the same time be in negotia- 
tion with England? The present appointments 
were absolutely essential. 

The nominations were approved with a few 
dissentients.

The President agreed to the suggestion. 

Professor Magennis asked whether the policy 
of dual government still continued. 

The President—You may take it that dual 
government ends from to-day, when the new 
Ministry was appointed. 

The Speaker read a letter from Lord 
FitzAlan, assuring the new Parliament of his 
best wishes and earnest prayers for its success. 

The House then adjourned until 3 o'clock 
to-day.

Mr. M. Bayly, Variety Artists, read a etter, 
offering employment to a woman artist in a 
Malta music hall, and stating that the wages 
given were £2 a week, with passage paid out 
and back and commission. The commission, 
stated the letter, was paid as follows :—The 
artist had to sing on the stage, and after the 
song she would go down among the tables, and 
for every free drink to which she was treated 
she would receive half the cost. “The more 
you move from table to table the more money 
in your pocket, said the letter. 

Of course, the drink is not real whiskey or 
port wine. Whatever you ask for it is a substi- 
tute.” The business, it was stated, was con- 
ducted on straightforward lines, but Mr. Bayly 
declared that this was the foullest case of white 
slave traffic that could be found. He went on 
to denounce unscrupulous agents who employed 
chorus girls, even for a sum of twenty-five 
shillings a week, and left them stranded at the 
end of the week with ten shillings or less, and 
sometimes nothing at all. 

Congress carried without discussion resolu- 
tions intended to enforce the fair wages clause 
in Government contracts, and affirming the prin- 
ciple of equal wages for equal work as between 
female and male workers. 


EXCHANGE RATES. 

The Transport Workers’ Union carried a re- 
solution calling for an imternational economic 
council to investigate the most effective means 
of deahng with the stability of exchange and 
banking rates, and their effect upon production, 
prices, wages, and the world’s exchange of 
trade and the possibility of a world guarantee 
fund to restore the trade. of the Middle East 
and the economic restoration of Russia.

BISHOP OF KILMORE 
ON CHURCH MATTERS.

Presiding at the annual meeting of the Kil- 
more Diocesan Synod on Thureday in Cavan, 
the Bishop of Kilmore alluded to the report of 
the Diocesan Council, which showed that the 
contributiong from parishes to augment stipends 
of their clergymen had increased from £4,240 
8s. 6d. in 1919 to £5,568 12s. 6d. in 1920 and to 
£7,265 10s. in 1921. His lordship said that the 
increase was most encouraging. 

Proceeding, his lordship said that the Com- 
mission on the Union of Parishes had adopted 
final schemes for most of the parishes in the 
diocese, which awaited the approval of the 
Representative Church Body; but he was thank- 
ful that the number of amalgamations would 
be much fewer than at one time he feared 
would be necessary, and that had arisen from 
the way that the people had rallied to their 
Church by so greatly increased liberality, 

Referring to the state of the country, his 
lordship said that the Church had suffered 
severely, Even in their own diocese a consider- 
able number of people had left the country, 
and in the more Southern and Western dioceses 
the exodus of their people had been calamitous. 
Many had suffered, and were suffering, the most 
cruel wrongs both in person and property. The 
prospect before their Church and country was 
dark, indeed. It was hard not to take a gloomy 
view, but Christians should not despair. They 
believed in God, and they should pray carnestly 
that their faith in Him might be strengthened. 
If they were faithful to Him He would over- 
rule the evils that they deplored, and their 
Church would continue to bear its witness for 
Him—a witness all the clearer and higher, let 
them hope, because of the present sufferings 
and trials, 

Mr. W. HwHalpin, solicitor, Cavan, proposed 
the adoption of the report of the Diocesan 
Council, expressing appreciation of the efforts 
made to augment the stipends of their clergy. 

The Dean of Kilmore seconded, and the report 
was adopted, as were the reports of the Board 
of Religious Education, the Board of Missions, 
and the Temperance Committee, 

The Earl of Belmore proposed the adoption of 
the report of the Diocesan Council dealing with 
dignities in the United Diocese of Kilmore, 
Elphin, and Ardagh, viz—(1) That there be 
three archdeacons as heretofore, one each for 
Kilmore, Elphin, and Ardagh. (2) That the 
eight rebendaries, heretofore confined to 
Efphin Binse, be open to the clergy of the 
united diocese, and that the precentorsinp be 
allocated to the incumbent of the Cathedral 
Parish of Elphin. (3) That there be two deans, 
one for Kilmore and one for Elphin and Ardagh. 

The Dean of Kilmore seconded the resolution, 
which was adopted.

DOCTOR'S FEAT AT LONDON 
HOSPITAL. 

A remarkable feat of surgery has just been 
verformed at St. Bartholomew's Hospital by 
Dr. Russell, the Harley street specialist. A 
man of 27 was admitted to the throat depart- 
ment suffering from septic tonsils. It was 
decided to operate on him, but after one tonsil 
had been removed his heart and breathing 
stopped. Strychnine was injected and artificial 
respiration was applied for five minutes, but 
without any effect, the patient remaining life- 
ess, de 
Dr. Ruasell then decided to massage the heart. 
So the abdomen was cut and the heart 
massaged for ten minutes, through the 
diaphragm. Still there was no sign of life, the 
heart remaining motionless. 

An incision was then made in the diaphragm 
and the heart was massaged with the hands in- 
side the pericardium. About 55 minutes after 
artificial respiration had been applied an injec- 
tion of pitrutrin was given, and within five 
minutes life came back again and the heart 
commenced to beat. 

There are many cases where massage has 
caused the heart to beat. after a lapse of a 
few minutes, but that massage of the heart 
should be successful after it had ceased beating 
for about 60 minutes is almest unprecedented. 

The heart continued. beating strongly all 
through the night and the next day, but this 
great skill and resource proved unavailing, for 
after about 27 hours the patient died. 
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STATUES AS GIFTS. 
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APPRECIATION IN AMERICA,

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JURY’S VERDICT IN 
GLASSON AMBUSH. 


- 
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“We find that Lieutenant John McCormack, 
aged 16, died from shock and hemorrhage 
caused by bullet wounds inflicted by persons 
unknown. We consider the same persons guilty 
of wilful murder.” 

This wis the verdict of the Coroner’s jury 
at the resumed inquest in Athlone into the 
circumstances attending the death of Lieutenan: 
McCormack, who was killed im the Glasson 
ambush. 

Mr. Nally, solicitor for the military authori 
ties, produced the leggings and boots worn by 
the deceased officer on the fatal day. The sur 
face of the leathers on the upper portion of the 
leggings and the back of the boots were torn 
away, showing, added Mr. Nally, that he must 
have been dragged for a considerable distance 
from the motor car. 

Lieutenant-Commandant McCormack, brother 
of the deceased officer, identified the leggings 
and boots. 

In his address to the jury Mr. Nally drew 


were in civilian clothes. They had to slow 
down when passing hay caris at a corner when 
entering Glasson and they were recognised. 
They were not halted. That showed that the 
firing was deliberate and premeditated. Th: 
assailants intended evideatly to “do” for the 
four men if they could. He referred the jury 
to Dr. Macken’s evidence that the wound was 
14 inches and that it could not be caused by 
an ordinary bullet, except that it struck some- 
thing. He (Mr. Nally) suggested that it was a 
dum-dum bullet. They were entitled to pre- 
that he got the bullet as it was dis- 
charged from the rifle. According to Miss 
Kilduff’s evidence, she saw a party of men 
ruuning up the road forty yards behind the car. 
She was ordered inside, and afterwards she 
shouts of “Put your hands up if you 
value your life’’ and a volley of shots. That 
showed that a volley was fired when men were 
actually at the car. They were evidently then 
pulled out of the car and the car was burned. 
[f the officer was not dead when they arrived 
they apparently despatched him when those 
shots were fired. He asked, under those cir- 
cumstances, for a verdict of wilful murder. 

Lieutenant-Commandant McCormack thanked 
the jury for their verdict, and added that 
would justify and help the national forces to 
put down those murders.

Post Office to its ultimate employers, the Irish 
eople. An Irishman is charged by his own 

est Office 35 per cent. more than an Ulsterman 
or an Englishman—.¢., 2d. instead of 1id.- 
and SO pe more than an. Englishman or 
an Ulsterman for a postcard—three halfpence 
against one penny; with double the charge pay 
able in Ulster or England for commercial papers 
invoices, being one penny instead of one 
halfpenny. Even to-day the Irish Post Office 
will carry an. invoice or order to France or 
Holland for one halfpenny, while they charge 
one penny to carry the same from Dame street 
to. Rathmines. A Belfast merchant can 
circularise Southern Ireland at half the postage 
which the Dublin merchant pays. 

In England a collection of letters is now made 
on Sunday, whereas in Dublin one cannot send 
a letter to England from seven o'clock on Satur. 
day evening until eight o'clock on Monday 
morning, which - does reach commerc:al 
offices in Manchester or London until. Tuesday 
morning There is a boat service on Sunday 
evening and a late box at Westlond Row 
Station.
